As the closest prior art of the invention of Claim 1, D discloses a mobile 
communication method comprising the steps of: 

a repeater station receiving microwave radio signals from a main base station; 
converting the received radio signals respectively into optical signals by laser 
diodes; transmitting the optical signals to retransmitting base stations; 

the retransmitting base stations* converting the optical signals into electric 
signals; and transmitting the electric signals to mobi le stations (D Abstract, Fig. 1). 

A skilled person in the art can anticipate Claim 1 from D because D teaches a 
microwave transmission method and an optical transmission method together between the 
main base station and retransmitting base stations. Therefore, Claim 1 lacks an 
inventive step. 
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
